The Bible and Bibleless 


Service Men

HE greatest evangelistic opportunity among the youth 
Te our nation today lies with young men and women in 
our armed services. Religious leaders who have engaged in 
preaching missions at numerous camps, forts, stations and 
bases join with hundreds of chaplains in saying that here 
is a wide open missionary field which lies right at our door. 

Every enlisted man has a personal, private interview 
with a chaplain shortly after he dons the uniform. At the 
time of this first visit, he is offered a Testament, or if he 
prefers, a whole Bible. Who supplies these copies of the 
Word of God? You do, and others like you who provide the 
$205,000 needed annually by the American Bible Society 
for Scripture volumes for service personnel. This includes 
pulpit Bibles for chapels at home and abroad, ashore and 
afloat, and Gospel portions for those in hospitals and every- 
where else a chaplain goes on his visits. 

Since 1820 the American Bible Society has never refused 
to respond to the request of any chaplain or responsible 
officer for Scripture volumes. Many times, as during the 
Civil War years and the years of the two World Wars, the 
distribution has exceeded a million volumes annually. 

Are the books read? Those in a position to know say, 
“Yes, more so than among civilians of comparable age.” 
The American Bible Society helps with this, too, and pro- 
vides without charge leaflets on Bible reading, which 
chaplains circulate by the thousands. The Society also 
furnishes free to chaplains a booklet on the most successful 
ways of using the Bible in his specialized ministry. 

At more than one recruit-training station, when each 
man is offered a Bible by his chaplain, he is also asked if 
he would like to have two copies of the Society’s list of 
daily Bible readings, one for himself and the other to send 
to his family, so the home folks can join him in reading the 
same passages of Scripture each day. A special little check- 
off sheet is available to assist him to record his reading of 
a chapter a day until he has finished the entire volume. 

“While I was in Japan I regularly visited the wounded 
_ Marines being evacuated from Korea,” wrote Chaplain 
Carroll M. Herson to the Bible Society. ‘“‘Several were 
young men who had attended the Bible study classes on 
our ship coming across the Pacific. On that trip they re- 
ceived Bibles or Testaments published by your Society. It 
would have thrilled you, as it did me, to see the boys pull 
out their Testaments from their pockets, most of them 


them in combat and particularly when they were wound 
ed, some of them lying for a considerable time in a filthy 


“Their Testaments were all they brought back. Picture 
of wives, children, parents and sweethearts were often cart 
fully fastened inside of the cover. When I would offer them 
a new, clean edition for their old one, they would refust 
saying that the old one had been with them through thiek 
and thin and they wouldn’t think of parting with it.” 

None of us can ever figure the value of such gifts in terms 
of numbers of volumes. The human factor is vastly more 
important. A chaplain’s newsletter coming from overseas 
quoted three men as saying, when they showed their worn 
and frayed Testaments, ““You couldn’t get my New Testa 
ment from me.” All of them had received their New Testa 
ments from their chaplains. is 

One of these Testaments sent to our Armed Forces fell 
into the hands of a soldier cut off in a shell-hole. He wrote: 
“We spent a week in that shell-hole; our food was gone th 
first day, the only water we had was from melted snow. 
think we might have died if it hadn’t been for the lit 
Testament the chaplain had given me. We took tur 
reading it; that book brought us through.” 

More than one soldier, non-Protestant, sometimes no: 
Christian, has idly picked up a Testament or Portion fro 
a table or literature rack, opened it out of curiosity, a 
then reread it with grateful satisfaction at finding the r 
ligion he wanted and needed. After more reading such di 
coverers have often sought out a chaplain and arranged fi 
religious instruction, but the way to Christian commi 
ment was opened by reading the Book. 

The unfinished business of Christians is to win the wor 
for Christ. The best tangible gift a Christian can make to 
the world is that one Book which brings hope of redemptiot 
to all mankind. Those in the armed services or 
the most unusual and strategic opportunity of our gen- 
eration to win youth to such a knowledge of the Bible that 
it will become their most beloved Book. Such Christian 
citizens who will be raised up through familiarity with the 
teachings of the Scriptures will exemplify Isaiah’s promise 
(54:13): ‘And thy children shall be taught of the Lord; 
and great shall be the peace of thy children.” 
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T is our duty at this moment to give 
consideration to a historic event— 
n event that took place not in our time 
or on our shores but which is yet of 
reat consequence for us and indeed 
r all mankind. 

It occurred in a day when the ac- 
outrements of civilization were vastly 
ifferent from those of our time. Quill 
ens were the universal instrument of 
riting. Industry was barely beginning 
use steam power. Printing was done 
m sheets of relatively small size by 
resses pow€red by human muscle. The 
ansportation of news and ideas de- 
ended almost entirely on horsemen 
nd sailing ships. Moreover, vast areas 
f the world were unknown to each other. Though the 
ritish had been in India for a century, the Chinese still 
onfined the pressure of the Western world to the merchant 
ongs of Canton, and half a century was to elapse before 
apan’s barriers were to fall. The journeys of Livingstone 
nto “Dark” Africa were still in the future. The conflict 
etween colonial subject and imperial power, which in 
ur day has been moving rapidly and dramatically for- 
ard, was just beginning. Only a score of years earlier the 
merican colonies had won their freedom and achieved 
ecognition as a nation. And the American population— 
ss than five percent of what it is now—was beginning to 
ress westward beyond the Alleghenies and toward the 
ississippl. 

Though their ways of life seem to us simple indeed, it 
ould be hard for us to show that in personal qualities 
nd in Christian devotion we excel the men and women 
f that day, a hundred and fifty years ago. For several 
lecades the religious life of England had been deepening 
ind quickening. The religious societies of the early 
ighteenth century, the scattered beginnings of missionary 
nterprise, above all the thorough shaking up the Wesleyan 
Revival had given to all English life, were having their 
ffects.

Baptist Missionary Society, London 
Missionary Society and others were ac- 
tive indications of a new spirit. In this 
setting and atmosphere, there was 
thrust upon a group of enterprising 
Christian men a situation to be met. It 
was first faced by Reverend Thomas 
Charles of Bala in Wales. For years it 
had been evident to him that the supply 
of Bibles for the Welsh people had been 
pitifully inadequate, and every effort 
to get more had fallen upon agencies 
already overburdened with other duties 
or had resulted in prices too high for the 
scanty means of the people. In 1800 an 
edition of 10,000 Bibles was exhausted 
in four months, and whole districts had 
received none at all. Various measures were proposed, 
but without success, until in 1802 Mr. Charles broached 
to some of his friends on a Religious Tract Society com- 
mittee his idea of a society for supplying the needed Scrip- 
tures for Wales. Not only did this proposal catch fire, but 
the alert mind of Joseph Hughes commented, “‘If for 
Wales, why not for the kingdom? Why not for the world?” 
Some months were spent in laying plans and in enlisting 
skilled and distinguished leadership, and on March 7, 
1804, “The British and Foreign Bible Society’ was 
launched. This is the historic event we shall celebrate in 
1954. Although other bodies in Britain and Germany had 
undertaken earlier some responsibility for Scripture sup- 
ply, they but signaled a coming event. The founding of 
this Society was the launching not only of an additional 
Christian organization, but of a contagious conviction, of 
great importance. 

With a keen consciousness that it had laid hold of a great 
idea and likewise that the task was too great for it alone, 
the British committee dispatched representatives to the 
various countries of Europe; and in swift succession forty- 
eight Bible Societies appeared there in the next twelve 
years, and to these the British Society gave stimulus and 
often aid in the form of funds or Scriptures. In America 
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the first Bible Society, that in Philadelphia, appeared in 
1808, and in swift succession a hundred others followed 
within six years; and even more were in existence at the 
time that the continued shortage of Scriptures in America 
called for the formation of the national Society. In Great 
Britain and its dominions and in the United States the 
formation of Bible Societies in many localities continued 
under a system by which the local Societies met their local 
needs and supported the extending work of the national 
Society. This system continues in the British Society, which 
has some ten thousand auxiliaries. The American Bible 
Society at one time had nearly two thousand auxiliaries, 
but now has only a few score, as changes in the structure of 
church financing and the lines of local responsibility re- 
quired changes in our methods of support in this country. 
Thus through the many years the Bible Society idea 
went on, incarnated in two large Societies, the British and 
the American, working in many parts of the world; in two 
smaller Societies, the Dutch and the Scottish, carrying 
real responsibilities in parts of the mission field; and in a 
group of national Societies in Europe devoted chiefly to 
the supply of Scriptures within their own country. 
Within the last twenty-five years a further development 
has taken place. The British and American Societies, in 
the interests of eliminating duplication and of strengthen- 
ing of the work, have consolidated large parts of their 
operations, so that all the Bible Society work in Japan, 


Korea and China, in the Near East from Bulgaria to the 
Sudan, and in all of South America, is one work on th 
field, but supported by both Societies; and nowhere in th 


wala is there duplication or competition between thes 
two Societies. Moreover, a further object of their consoli 
dating has been achieved in the formation of nationé 
Bible Societies in Korea, Japan, China, Brazil, Indonesi; 
and in India, Pakistan and Ceylon, and they are alrea¢ 


carrying heavy responsibilities for the work. This trend t 
larger indigenous responsibility is further evidenced by 


the Councils advisory to the Bible Society agencies 
Argentina, Mexico, the Philippines and Syria-~-Lebano 


Still more, in 1946 twenty-four national Bible Societiés 
were brought into closer fellowship through the formation} 
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of the United Bible Societies, an ecumenical body whi 
serves all in the common interest. Some of the Europea 
Societies, stirred by this closer companionship, are begit 
ning to undertake the supply of Scriptures in needy are; 
beyond their boundaries. 

When we now put down nearly a thousand language: 
and more than a billion of Scriptures, the figures are 
measure of the results of the Bible Society idea. Lt is onk

Among the Unchurched in the River Plate Areaj

Bout four fifths of the 
Scripture distribution 
done in the River Plate area 
during 1953 was the work of 
110 part-time and full-time 
Bible Society and church- 
related colporteurs. In other 
words, of the total number 
of Scriptures circulated in 
the year 1953, nearly 1,100,- 
000 Bibles, Testaments and 
Gospels were distributed by 
this personal method. Col- 
portage, therefore, and the 
stimulating of it in local 
churches, is one of the area’s 
basic tasks, as it is the pri- 
mary function of the Bible 
Society. 

*The essential work of col- 
portage, however, is not limited to the busy thorough- 
fares and fashionable boulevards of Argentine cities. 
There is a large amount of work being done in less 
spectacular surroundings. In the more remote places, 
in the smaller towns and villages where there is no 
Christian witness, on the prairies and in regions situ- 
ated among the Andean foothills, there are large 
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Colporteur Antonio Parisi makes the Scriptures known to a

pioneering initiative of Bibl 
Society workers. We sha 
refer briefly to two such se 
tors. 

The first is located in the 
northwestern highlands 
Argentina and includes the provinces of Salta ane 
Jujuy, nearly 1,500 miles from Buenos Aires. This 
region, which is within the Andean foothills, is hot 
summer and quite cold in winter. The nature of th 
terrain in some parts is not easy for travel, due to i 
ruggedness and aridity. Much mining goes on in tl 
region, and some of the large camps and sctilaieall 
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ec at great altitudes. Copper, zinc, sulphur, petro- 
um, lead and iron are all obtainable here. In the 
atered valleys and on the more protected and fertile 
lateaus, there has developed within the last two or 
ree decades a thriving fruit industry where oranges, 
apefruit, lemons, grapes and other kinds of fruit are 
own in abundance. The lumber industry is also an 
nportant factor in the area. 

| One of our newer colporteurs, Sefior Antonio 
farisi, has lived in this region for a number of years 
od knows it thoroughly. He was converted about fif- 
‘en years ago and since then has been deeply in- 
rested in circulating the Book which brought to 
im, as he himself puts it, ‘‘the joy of rightly under- 
anding myself and the purpose of my life.’ His en- 
nusiasm for the work is abounding, and his two 
ears’ experience in Bible Society colportage promise 
auch for good Scripture distribution in northwest 
gentina. His full-time work with the Bible Society 
effective because, as he again affirms, “The Bible 
ianged completely the course of my life. It made of 
1¢ a man useful in my home and in the community 
2 which I live. It has made of me a conscientious 
orker in the-cause of Christ.” 

Most of the people among whom Sefior Parisi 
orks are strongly influenced by the local leaders of 
1c dominant Church. Because of the strong clerical 
uence, fanaticism is frequently met, and Bible- 
rnings are by no means uncommon. Sefor Parisi 
ys that the cry, “‘Don’t buy those Protestant Bibles,” 
one that he frequently hears on his travels. 
During the last quarter of 1953 Senior Arcadio Zala- 
ar made a special colportage trip through a part of 
his region{board a Bible coach. He was able, there- 
re, to cover a type of territory not reached by Sefor 
arisi, such as farms and smaller villages, which are 
und scattered throughout the interior of Argentina. 
enor Zalazar is a part-time colporteur supported 
artially by the Assemblies of the Brethren. The Bible 
ach belongs to this denomination, and through this 
nedium Senior Zalazar has been able to render ac- 
pptable service, working for both his own denomina- 
on and the Bible Society. 

Another of the remote regions within the River 
late area where there are both encouraging and dis- 
buraging factors to be considered is the inland Re- 
ublic of Paraguay. The present government there 
as been firmly established during the last four years 
d was recently returned to office for a further term. 
has done much to consolidate friendship with 
eighboring countries. Internally the situation is 
eaceful, and confidence seems to be reasonably 
evalent. Large numbers of exiles who had left 
araguay during previous revolutions have now 
nrough the recent grant of amnesty returned to their 
omeland. A recent treaty with Argentina promises 
y help the economic situation in Paraguay. 

‘One of the very encouraging features in present- 
ay Paraguayan life is the large number of young 
IBLE SOCIETY RECORD 
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people who are busy with secondary school studies. 
It is reported that 90 percent of this large number of 
students are gaining an education in evening courses, 
working during the daytime to earn their support. 
In the interior regions, however, illiteracy is still very 
high. The latest UNESCO report, published in 1952,

placed it at 75 percent for the whole country. The 
present government is meeting this difficult situation 
with a program of school building and expansion 
which in time should register definitely on the intel- 
lectual status of the Paraguayan people. 

The most discouraging feature in Paraguay is the 
resurgence of fanatical aggressiveness, fostered by 
clericalism, which has been intensified during the last 
year or two and aims at arresting the progress of 
Protestantism and Scripture distribution. The watch- 
word everywhere is: “Stop Protestantism and Bible 
distribution.”’ Pressure has been placed upon the gov- 
ernment by the authorities of the Church to aid in 
this campaign. ‘The government, however, has stood 
loyally by the Constitution, which guarantees free- 
dom of worship. While outbreaks of violence have oc- 
curred, these have been possible only where local 
groups have had the power to prevail. The struggle 
still goes on, and though the situation may continue 
for some time to be an unhappy one, those closest to it 
feel that the spirit of Christian enlightenment will 
eventually win the day. 

In the meantime the work of Scripture distribution 
goes on successfully as measured by the number of 
Scriptures distributed andthe increase in financial 
support given to the work. The quality of spiritual 
support that the Bible Society received during 1953 
can best be revealed by the testimony given a few 
weeks ago by an eminent Paraguayan physician and 
scientist, who as a professor in the National University 
of Asuncién has held numerous high government 
posts and at present holds one. He writes: 


The Holy Scriptures constitute the center of my think- 
ing, for they were the instrument by means of which the 
Spirit of God guided me to Christ. It is so wonderful a 
Book because it has a deeply satisfying message for all

ws the annual Seal Campaign of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society was started in 1939 only 
18,000 individuals in the United States were 
sending gifts to supply Scriptures to the world. 
Last year 312,412 contributed.

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Have You Any More Like Ameera?

MEERA is the sheikh’s daughter whose tribe and flocks 
A roam along the upper banks of the Orontes River. 
Good asphalt roads and Mr. Ford have brought the towns 
of Lebanon and Syria nearer to the black tents than they 
were fifty years ago, though there 
are still very many tribesmen and 
women who have never in their 
lives seen a street car. They have 
come to feel that progress depends 
on the ability to read and write, 
which makes them sensitive to the 
handicap of illiteracy. 

The sheikh’s story of how he 
came to love Jesus when on a visit 
to Jerusalem long before World 
War I will be told another time. 
That experience made him resolve 
that all his children should be able 
to read and write when they grow 
up, even though he himself was 
never able to acquire that art. 
Ameera was the child of his ad- 
vanced years, and she should be no 
exception. 

He tried first to place her in a 
mission school in the nearest town. 
The government had promised to grant her a scholarship, 
but it never materialized; and so Ameera had to leave after 
six months, since her father could not find the money else- 
where to pay the school fees. But these six months had 
whetted her appetite for learning, and there was no un- 
happier girl in the world than Ameera when she was told 
that she had to leave the school. She had been getting on 
well. On her frequent visits to the tribe she made her father 
happy and proud by being able to read aloud the stories 
of the Gospels, even if only slowly and haltingly. But as 
time went on and she stayed with the tribe, with no one 
to teach her, she began to forget. She tried hard not to, 
but as the months went by she realized that soon she would 
be an illiterate again. 

On our regular visits to the sheikh he brought her case 
before us again and again. I tried the various mission 
schools in Beirut and other places, but there seemed no 
place for her anywhere. It became very hard for me to 
visit the tribe and face Ameera’s sad and pleading eyes. 

One morning the sheikh appeared suddenly in the Bible 

Society office in Beirut with Ameera—he evidently quite 
agitated and upset, and she much cowed. What had hap- 
pened? She had forgotten how to read. A few days earlier 
he had invited the sheikhs of some neighboring tribes to his 
tent. As they were sitting together, sipping bitter black cof- 
fee, which is the Arabs’ national drink, he was telling them 
of Jesus, how He lived and what He did. And then he 
asked Ameera to come in and read to his friends the story 
of Lazarus’ sickness, his death and how Jesus came and in 
His overflowing love raised Lazarus from the dead. 
Ameera brought the Gospel of St. John, which she had

with her from her school days, and began to read—or bet- 
ter, tried to read. After a few stammerings and stutterings 
she started crying and ran out of the tent. Her father was 
stunned and mortified. What a shameful performance! He 
apologized to his sheikh friends, 
who nodded understandingly. But 
to Ameera’s father it seemed that 
the whole world had gone wrong 
and had to be put right without 
undue delay. 

And now he had brought Ameera 
to the Bible Society office, deter- 
mined not to go back to his tribe 
until and unless he had found a 
place where Ameera~ could be 
taught to read and write—free of 
charge, of course. Well, here was a 
problem easier set than solved. I re- } 
membered my previous fajlures. I | 
discussed the matter with my good . 
colleague, Mr. Fouad Accad, the! 
Subagent for Syria and Lebanon. | 
It was the middle of the term, and | 
we knew that no regular school | 
would accept her. Then I decid 
to see the secretary of the American | 
Mission in Beirut. He promised to make inquiries but gave 
me little hope. It seemed so utterly hopeless to do anything | 
for little Ameera, panting for knowledge. 

As I was stepping out of the door, I ran into another 
member of the American Mission, and good friend of mine, 
the Rev. Neale Alter. He and his wife have for many years | 
been in charge of a rural center at Jibrail, Lebanon, where 
village girls and boys were trained in more efficient ways 
of housekeeping and farming. He had a number of pack- 
ages under each arm and was evidently on his way back to 
Jibrail. When I saw him it came over me like an inspira= 
tion. I looked straight into his eyes, pointed my finger at 
him and exclaimed peremptorily, “You are the man I 
want.” After I had told him the story and a little haggling, 
without which no business can be done in the East, he 
agreed to take Ameera for a nominal fee and to teach her 
to read and write. He was going back to Jibrail the next 
morning and we arranged to meet the sheikh and Ameera 
at the bus terminal. When I left the mission building my 
heart was overflowing with joy and thankfulness. 

About a month later I happened to meet Mr. Alter 
again in the mission building. When he saw me he came 
and asked me rather abruptly, “I say, Friedlieb, do you 
have any more girls like Ameera to send to Jibrail?” I 
looked at him with my heart in my mouth, not knowing 
what to say. “Why?” I stammered. “Is there anything 
wrong?’ —“‘Wrong?” he cried; ‘Why, she is the most won- 
derful and brightest girl we have ever had!?? And then he 
began to tell me what amazing progress she had made, not 
only in reading and writing, but in all subjects; how she 
would sit very early in the morning alone under an olive

NE of the church school departments of the Primrose, 
Nebraska, Presbyterian Church needed a new Bible 
or its altar. The pastor, Rev. Clarence W. Newquist, con- 
eived the following plan of making the new Bible have 
eal significance for the children. 
The new Bible, secured from the American Bible So- 
iety, was dedicated during a church service; and the 
s0ard of elders formally handed it to the pastor’s family to

After the pastor’s family 
iad used it in their devotions for several days, they put 
heir name on the record page in the Bible and took it to 
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to them the Gospel stories—not haltingly now, but with 
fluency and the right intonation. The other day I received 
a letter from her, written in her own hand, telling me how 
grateful she was to the Bible Society for helping her in this 
way and how she is looking forward to returning to school. 
When she goes back to the tribe next year, she will not 
only be able to read to her people from the Bible but can 
teach the other children to read and write and so become 
a mighty influence for the uplift of her community.

The Episcopal Church’s work in Haiti dates back to the 
year 1862. During these many years of missionary enter- 
prise, there have been reasons aplenty for rejoicing and for 
which we can take encouragement. 

However, none of this work could be accomplished if it 
were not for the fact that we have been so ably aided by 
the American Bible Society. Obviously the work could not 
go ahead without the Holy Scriptures as a basis of teach- 
ing. Funds have often been very limited, and yet the yearn- 
ing and desire for copies of the Bible have continued un- 
abated. That the Holy Scriptures have been made avail- 
able at so little cost, and at times at no cost to us at all, isa 
matter for which the American Bible Society can take 
complete credit. 

Our people still clamor for the Holy Scriptures, our mis- 
sionary work continues with increasing vigor; and I am 
happy to take this occasion to let you and the Society know 
how great a part you have played in our Church’s work 
here and in the Dominican Republic.
